The 33 draw was 
perhaps a fair result and, 
for the Socceroos, a 
minor triumph of sorts: a 
point away from home 
must be always 
treasured. 

If Rudi Gutendorf is 
delighted with the three 
goals we scored, he 
must be devastated by 
the fact that we also 
conceded three.

Rudi Gutendori also took 
‘an enormous gamble with 
his defensive players and 
an even greater one with 
their deployment. 

His four | fullbacks 
played in this com- 
bination for the first time 
ever—and the — ex: 
periment was anything 
but a success. 

Having tried and then 
discarded Muir, Prskalo, 
Yzendoorn and then Ber- 
togna as central defen- 
ders, Gutendorf gam- 
bled on young Steve 
Blair, more out of sheer 
bravado than conviction. 

This gamble backfired: 
Blair, talented as he is, 
hasn't got the absolute 
thority and character of 
‘a stopper of the calibre of 
Marnoch, Watkiss, Wilson 
or Schaefer. 

If Gutendorf had seen 
Australia’s epic battle 
with East Germany in 
:4974, in Hamburg, he 
would recall Wilson's 
stupendous, almost 
heroic display against 
overwhelming odds and 
superior forces, a kind of 
Sergeant York stemming 
the lide and stopping the 
enemy hordes. 

Blair is no Sergeant 
York and never will be: 
he is too nice a young 
feliow to develop the 
characteristics a modern 
stopper needs: tough, 
tuthless, uncom- 
promising, stopping the 
opposition at any cost: a 
sort of Santamaria, 
Lorant, Schwarzenbeck 
or Passarella, filling that 
central striker with fear.

As a result of Blair's wob- 
bles, Henderson couldn't 
play as a true libero, 
going forward, organising 
the midfield and tt 
tack; he had to keep a 
suspicious eye on Blair. 

Davidson also proved 
that despite his undoub- 
ted talent, he is not a 
true, fullblooded fullback 
except in overlapping 
situations. 

As for Perry,his shor- 
{comings are well known 
especially on the ball. 

So Gutendorf has to 
think again about his 
defence. 

Maybe he can switch 
Barnes back into stopper 
or use the polished and

Krncevic 
is more of a 
finisher—and a good 
one— who is at his best 
when moving up trom 
behind, in the second 
wave. 

A good Perin, Maroc- 
chi or Jim Campbell type 
is missing, like the vin- 
tage Rooney who can 
open up play with one 
sweeping 30-metre pass 
and gain, suddenly, 
numerical superiority in 
the enemy territory. 

This role demands 
skill and fast 
thinking—and there is a 
worldwide shortage in 
that commodity...

The Germans, for the 
first time since 1974, will 
have the rebel Paul 
Breitner back in the 
team, probably in mid- 
field. 


They have also 
recalled from Spain the 
superb |ibero Stielike 
and the blond giant mid- 
field ace, Schuster, 

The Austrian attack 
will be led by Franz 
Krankl, now playing for 
Rapid-Vienna — though 
Officially registered with 
Barcelona where he is 
Schuster’s team-mates’. 

The West Germans 
should win fairly comfor- 
tably. 

Group 2 will see two 
games this week. 

In Paris, France will 
meet Belgium and in 
Nicosia, Cyprus will play 
Holland. 

The Dutch should win 

their match untroubled 
especially if some of 
their expatriates, such 
as Krol, Rep and Haan 
are available. 
If the Belgians — run- 
ners-up last year in the 
European Championship 
— can snatch a point in 
Paris, they will be in a 
comfortable position to 
teach Spain. 

But the French are 
now regarded as one of 
the most stylish and 
classiest national teams. 
in Europe, led by the 
elegant Platini.
